Pelham on track with recreational trail

The Town of Pelham is turn¬ 
ing an old railway property into 


Work started last year on the 
still-to-be-named “tail trail" and 
when all is done, it will be about 
six kilometres long. 

Pelham Mayor Dave 
Augustyn said the idea to turn 
the old TH&B rail line land into 
a proper trail has been talked 
about for years. Both the Lions 



suggested it in the past, he said. 

“I’m very pleased that we’re 
finally doing it,” he said, adding 
there will be a formal opening 
in the spring once it’s complete. 

“It was a way for folks to get 
active and enjoy the country¬ 
side." 

The trail will extend from 
Centennial Park in Fenwick to 
the town’s edge on Murdoch 
Street. It will be a gravel walk¬ 
way predominantly for walking 
and cycling.

An emaciated black Lab mix 
found in Short Hills Provincial 
Park is making a full recovery. 

The dog that was found at the 
end of October snagged on a 
fence and starving has since been 
named the Amazing Maizy. 

When John Abbott, the man 
who rescued Maizy, brought her 
to Welland Animal Hospital she 
weighed about 26 pounds. She 


needs to gain a few more to be at a 
healthy weight 

Welland Animal Hospital Dr. Jeff 
Fidler has been treating Maizy. 

hospital staff concluded Maizy 
was younger than they initially 
thought. There was a lot a tartar 
buildup on her teeth, but that was 
from a poor diet, not age. 

Chris Fidler, a veterinarian tech¬ 
nician and wife of Jeff, said no 
one has stepped forward to claim 

"Now that we know her person¬ 


ality better, my guess is that this dog

reason for her to stay at the hospital. 

“The hospital isn’t always the best place 
to leave a non-sick dog... just like people. 
The best place to catch something bad is 
in a hospital," she said. 

The Fidlers feel it makes sense for Maizy 
to stay with them until she is healthy 
enough to be adopted. 

Another reason Maizy couldn’t be 
adopted right away was because her per¬ 
sonality was unknown. Chris said Maizy 
could have been aggressive, really hyper, 


or a variety of other personality traits. 

Chris said it is now known that Maizy is 
good with children and other animals. 

She is strong, energetic and needs com¬ 
pany. 

Chris said Maizy has met with a pro¬ 
spective family that ma be able to adopt 
the dog this week

Syrian refugees 
expected to arrive 
in Niagara soon

Syrian refugees will likely start 
arriving in Niagara early in the new 
year, says the executive director of the 
Niagara Folks Arts Multicultural Cen- 

Last Thursday, Jeff Burch said 
Hamilton is one of six Ontario cities 
designed by the federal government 
as refugee reception centres. 

However, because Hamilton could

Niagara, Burch said, is in a position 
to ease the pressure. 

“We've already been talking to our 
counterparts in Hamilton to co-ordi¬ 
nate closely with them,” said Burch. 

The Niagara Refugee Assistance

Burch said there are already more 
than 20 refugees that are being spon¬ 
sored privately in the region. 

Around another 150 could arrive in 
the region in January and February. 
They will likely arrive in Hamilton 
first, and then be settled in the Nia-

ance committee is focusing on gather-

When Vickie Fagan was a student at the 
National Ballet School, she remembers being 
let out of class early to watch the 1972 Summit 
Series on a tiny TV set up in one studio.
